To the. Committee on Ways and 


Means: In concurring with the minor- 
ity report I oubm.it the authorities and 
this reasoning which, in- my jndgmoat, 
sustain tho view with tha prohibitions 
and limitations of the Constitution ap- 
ply to the powers of Congress in all 
legislation, and that tho Constitution, 
exproprio vlgori, applies to oil territory 
belonging to the United States. 


Tha question referred to your com 


mitteo is as to the meaning of the term 
"United States" in that provision o 
the Constitution which, declares that al 
duties, imposts and excises shall be 
uniform throughout the United States 


viz., 
whether it includes only the States 


composing the Union or whether it also 
includes the territories belonging to 
the United States. 


The purpose of the inquiry is to as 


certain the status of Puerto Rico nnc 
the Philippine Islands in their relation 
to the 
Government of the United 


States. 


The government of these insular pos- 


sessions, outside uf the temporary mil 
itary government at present maintained 
and conducted by the President as 
Commander-in-Ohief of the Army, must 
be framed by tho Congress of the United 
States, and the question is whether tbo 
Congress has a free hand in all legisla- 
tion relating to such islands and can 
exercise, without limit, all the powers 
of sovereignty, or whether the oonstitn 
tional limitations and prohibitions ap- 
ply to such legislation to the same ex- 
tent that they do to Federal legislation 
operative within the area of the States 
composing the Union, 


It may be conceded at the outset that 


the United States may acquire territory 
either under the treaty-making power 
or the war power of the Constitution, 


by virtue of its general powers of 
or 
sovereignty as a nation, and that the 
power to govern the acquired territory 
results from the right to acquire, and 
also from that provision of the Consti- 
tution, Section 3, Article IV, which 
declares: "The Congress shall have 
power to dispose of and make all need- 
ful rules and regulations respecting 
the territory or other property belong- 
ing to the United States." 


The term " United States" can be nsed 


in two senses—one political, and relat- 
ing only to the Government; the other 
geographical, and relating to the area 
governed. 


In the political 
sense, the term 


"United Slates" means simply the 
States composing the Union, for in the 
people of these States is reposed all 
governing power of a Federal nature. 
They alone select the President; they 
alone select the State Legislatures, 
which select the Senate; they alone se- 


lect the House of representatives; they 
alone select the lawmaking and law ex- 
ecuting branches of the Government, 
through which tha Supreme Court and 
other inferior courts provided for by 
tho Constitution are organized and es- 
tablished. 


The United States which governs 


consists of the States composing the 
Union; the United States which is gov- 
!erned consists of tho entire domain of 
the United States, territories as well aa 
States. 


The government of the United States 


is a limited sovereignty, controlled by 
a Constitution which grants certain 
powers, limits others, and prohibits 
others. The granted powers, the lim- 
ited powers, the prohibited powers, and 
the powers reserved to the States and 
the people if all massed in the one sov- 
ereignty, would make a despotism. 


The Congress of the United States is 


the creature of the Constitution. All its 
powors are created by the Constitution 
and if any limitations are imposed upon 
its powers in general term?, they mast 
be applied to all legislation which it 
originates; and such limitations will 
not be confined to that part only of its 
legislation which relates to the States 
composing the Union. The Congress 
of the United States was not to be a 
despotism in some parts of the Union 
and a body of limited constitutional 
power in other parts. 


So, also, with reference to the powers 


prohibited to Congress, and so, also, as 
to the powers denied to the States. It 
is impossible to believe that the Consti- 
tution contemplated the exercise of 
powers by a territory, acting under 
Congressional authority, which are de- 
nied to a State. 


The Constitution of the United States 


was the compact of thirteen States, for- 
merly colonies of Great Britain, which 
iad revolted ageinst the mother coun- 
try because of the exercise of despotic 
power, regarding the lives, the liber- 
,ios and the property of its subjects. 
Iquality of rights, the right to life, lib- 


erty and the pursuit of happiness; pro- 
motion of life, liberty and property; 
he right of representation where taxa- 
tion was involved, were tho essential 
irinoiples, to vindicate which the revo- 
ution was inaugurated and free gov- 
ernment was established in the forma- 
>ion of a perpatnai union, intended to 
establish justice, promote the general 
welfare, and secure the blessings of 
iborty. 
The purpose of tho trainers of the 


Constitution was to organize a consti- 
utional government 
which 
would 


operate throughout the territories com- 
posed within the nation's boundaries,

Thoir government, thereU.re, 
contemplated governmental control,uot 
only over the States composing the 
Union, but over this vast territory 
which they regarded as infant States 
It. is impossible to believe that they 
intended that this territory should be 
subject tn despotic power; that they 
intended to secure to themselves e?ery 
guarantee for life, liberty, and prop 
erty, and to deny such guaranties to 
this territory.

The character of tho Revolutionary 


fathers, the principles for which they 
contended, und the history of tho time 
all prove that while their purpose VVH 
to mako the people of the States thi 
source oC government, the Qovommen 
itself was to be equal aud jnst and t 
extend over the e;it,iie American peo 
pie, whether living in States or torri 
tories. 


The contention that as to the State 


Congress has limited powers in legisla 
tion, that as to the territories unlimlt 
ed, arises from the fact thut the acqui 
sition ot the Philippines means th 
incorporation into our empire of a peo 
pie unfitted to share in the scheme o 
government created by the Constitn 
tion. Hence the necessity of creatini 
an imperinm in imperio. 


The framers of the Constitution hac 


only in view such expansion as was in- 
volved in the incorporation into ou 
Union of homogeneous peoples. Thei 
intention was to give them in their in 
fant oondition as territoriep, all th 
protection of the constitutional guar- 
anties, but a temporary governmen 
was essential, and Congress was an 
thorized to exercise all the powers of i 
municipal and State government by thi 
clause declaring that the Congress shal 
have power to make all needful rules 
aud regulations respecting tho territor; 
or other property belonging to the 
United Stutod. This provision relatec 
entirely to local government, leaving 
tha Constitution operative as to al 
mattora of Federal jurisdiction. 


A review of the Constitution shows 


thut there could have been no possible 
reason for excluding tho territories 
from tho protection of the Constitu- 
tion. Oa tho contrary there is every 
reason for extending such protection to 
them.

It the prohibitions of the Constitu- 


tion relate to the one tbe limitations 
of the Constitution relate to the other. 


The power of Congress is limited as 


to taxation, naturalization, and bank- 
ruptcy. Dlroct taxes must be appor- 
tioned ; indirect taxes must be uniform. 
The rule of naturalization laws an 
laws on the subject of bankruptcy 
mast be uniform throughout the United 
States. 


At the timo of the framing of the 


Constitution there was no contingency, 
near or remote, which would suggest 
the idea that it would over be incon- 
venient or undesirable to have the 
same rule as to the Federal taxation, 
naturalization and bankruptcy through- 
out tbe entire domain, territories as 
well aa States, or that the guaranties 
contained in the Constitution as to 
life, liberty, and property should be 
denied to any inhabitant of the Repub- 
lic.
